“ The last glimmer of twilight was 
fading away when (after the battle at 
Bladensburg, two miles distant from 
Washington) into the well nigh desert 
ed city rode the redoubtable Cock hum 
at the head of his band of marauders,” 
writes Clifford Howard in Tin* Ladies’ 
Home Journal of the invasion and burn­ 
ing of our national capital by the B rit­ 
ish forces under Admiral Cock burn in 
August, 1814. “ Elated at their decisive 
victory over 
a force nearly twice as 
large as their own and thirsting for 
spoils, the red coated soldiers marched 
triumphantly toward the capitol.

charging tin ir firearms at the windows, 
tlie soldiers hurst 1 1 1 the doors and with 
a shout of triumph carried their leader 
to the speaker’s chair, from which, with 
mock 
gravity, he put 
the question, 
‘»Shall this harbor of the Yank« e democ­ 
racy be burned?’ 
A yell of affirmation 
rang through the hall, and without fur­ 
ther preliminaries 
papers and other 
combustibles were piled under the desks 
and set on hr«*. 
In a few minutes this 
noble edifice that had been in course of 
construction more than 20 y«*ars and 
containing the library of congress and 
vast quantities of official documents of 
great historical value was destroyed.
